REMARKS 

Claims 1-16, 93-101, 106-110, 112-136, and 138-161 will be pending in the present 
application upon entry of the above-made amendments. Claims 111 and 137 have been 
canceled without prejudice and replaced with new claims 160 and 161. New claims 160 and 
161 are fully supported in the specification, see, e.g., page 11, lines 22-25. 

The Examiner has required election of a single disclosed species from each of the 
following groups of species: 

Group a): A single specific species of the plurality of proteins or molecules (such as 
claims 1, 108-109, and 134-135); 

Group b): A single specific species of organism; 

Group c): A single specific species of biological activity; 

Group d): A single specific species of solid support 

Group e): A single specific species of interaction between the surface of the support 
and the substance (such as claims 124, and 126-127). 

Group f): A single specific species of assaying reagent; 

Group g): A single specific species of volumes of the wells; and 

Group h): A single specific species of the bottoms shape of the wells.
